LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

AB 877, asintroduced, Skinner. Expungement.

Existing law, if adefendant has fulfilled the conditions of probation
for the entire period of probation, has been discharged prior to the
termination of the period of probation, or if in the interest of justice, a
defendant is authorized to petition the court to have his or her
convictions dismissed, as specified, and be released from all penalties
and disabilities resulting from the offense of which he or she been
convicted, subject to certain exceptions.
